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Under the provisions contained in Part XVIII of the Constitution 
as they stand at present, a Proclamation of Emergency issued under 
article 352, after it has been approved by resolutions of both Houses 
of Parliament, may continue for an indefinite period . As certain 
consequences flow from the issue of such Proclamation , particularly 
affecting the fundamental rights conferred under article 22 of the 
Constitution , it seems necessary to prescribe a maximum period for 
the duration of a Proclamalion of Emergency . 

In order to ensure that the powers vested in the executive by or 
under laws or regulations during an emergency are not abused , it 
seems necessary in the public interest to provide for popular vigilance 
in the matter . Such vigilance will be best ensured through a Joint 
Committee of both the Houses of Parliament. 

Hence the proposed Bill .
